The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

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The construction of a sanitary sewer in Guadalupe Street easement from
Airport Boulevard northerly to serve the school tract in Northway Crest Addi-
tion Section 2, was before the Council. Councilman White inguired as to the
length of this sewer line, and it was stated it was a 1ittle over a half mile
long. Councilman Ibng inquired if Mr. Sandlin would pay for any of this line.
It was explained that Mr. George Sandlin had given some playground property in
return for running this sewer line, the property being adjacent to the school
property. The City Managex pointed out that this property would have had to
be obtained, as well'as another tract which will have to be purchased. He
stated this arrangement was very desirable, as Mr. Sandlin could have had the
line put in on a refund basis. The Clty,Manager stated the property had been
recommended by the Recreation Department and was in agreement with the School
in the playground program.

Councilman Long offered the following resclution and moved its adoption:
(RBSOLUTION)

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plens showing the proposed construction of its gas meins in
the streets in the Clty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Counecil; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY CF AUSTIN
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THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in INTERREGIONAL HIGHWAY, from East
Live Oak Street to East Oltorf Street, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 2 feet east of and parallel
to the west property line of sald INTERREGIONAL HIGHWAY.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less:than 23 feet,

{(2) A gas main in EAST OLTORF STREET, from Interregimnal
Highway westerly 160 Pfeet, the cdenterline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel to the north property
line of said EAST OLTORF STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2% feet.

(3) A gas main in MANSELL AVENUE, from a point 146 feet
south of Delores Avemue southerly 124 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet west of and parallel
to the east property line of sald MANSELL AVENUE.

Said gas main deseribed above shall have a cover of not
less than:2)k feet.

() A gas main in LOUIS AVENUE, from Mansell Avenue
easterly 153 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 6.5 feet south of and parallel to the north property line
of said LOUIS AVENUE,

Sald ges maln described above shall have a cover of not less«:
than 24 feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned shove is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimm depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at speeial points. When the Southern Unlon
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points fromwhich to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repalirs or replace-|
ment of any underground utility damaged during the construetipn of lines named
in this resolution.

ARD THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mst be used at intervals dprihg the course of backfilling of the ditches.

FHAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation ii
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after sald
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain fran-
chises granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

Councilman Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

"{RESOLUTION)
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves as a filling
station site the property located on the east side of South Congress Avenue
north of Academy Drive, which properiy fromts 130 feet on South Congress Avenue
and being known as a portion of the T. A. Martin Tract out of the Isaac Decker
League in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorlzes the
said Rubiols Brothers, lesseg, to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in
gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunc-
tion therewith, subject to the same being constructed in compliance with all
ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached re-
commendations and plans; and the Building Inspector is hereby authorized to
issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this £illing station after full
complisnce with all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission shall
be held to be granted and accepted to all necessary, reasonable and proper, pre-
sent and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the
enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and Fire regulations; and the right
of revocation ls retained, if, after hearing,it is found by the City Council
that the said Rubiola Brothers, lessee, has failed and refused and will coantinue
to fail and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations, and ordinances;

“"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Rubiola Brothers,
lessee, for permistion to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline
filling station and to ‘construct commerical driveways in connection therewith
upon the property located on the east side of South Congress Avenue, north of
Academy Drive, which property fronta 130 feet on South Congress Avenue and being
known as a portion of the T. A. Martin tract out of the Isaac Decker League in
the City of Austin, Travis Cbunty, Texes, and the property upon which this fil-
ling station is to be located is owned by T. A. Martin and is under lease to
the Rubiols Brothers and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist:

"The property upon which this £illing station is to be located is deslgnas-
ed as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"All drsinage, nagural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner théat such drainage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to others
in the neighborhood and it is understood that the digposal of such drainage
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shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner.

"We recommend that Rubiola Brothers, lessee, be granted permission 10
‘construct, maintain and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to
construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith, subject to the
following conditlions.

"(1) That sll buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the pro-
perty line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment
is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department §f Public
Works for entrances and driveways, bulilding lines to be approved by the City
Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department of Pub-
lic Works as to future grades of the sidewiklks and gutters on the adjacent streets
before he starts any construction relative to the £illing station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used and that all pumps shall
be 80 located thaet it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while said motor vehicles are standing on any pert of a sidewalk, street or
alliey.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall '
bear the label of Underwriters Iaboratories, Inc., and that all coastruction of
the filling station improvements shall be in accord with the Building Ordinance,
the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance with the
ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercisl water or oils upon the City
streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
oils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that
all of said oile and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trap which shall be comstructed in accordance with our standard plan 2 - H - 146,

“(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islsnds, drivewsys, ramps,
gutters, sidéwalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of
the applicant as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan bears the
Department of Public Works file number 2 - H - 121G.

"{6) Expansion "Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan here-
to attached marked 2 - H - 1219 and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall spdly for a final ine
spection and upon approval, the Bullding Inspector shall issue & Certification
of Operation before such filling station can be put into service.

Councilmen Thompson stated the Coun-
cil had alreasdy voted $1.31,000 two weeks ago, and this 77,000 to come out of next
year's budget.

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REV, CARL L. W. ISRAEL presented a statement to the Couneil requestin
the opening of Woodrew Avenue or Grover Avenue, MR, EDDIE JOSEPH appeared givi
e history of what had taken place during The last six years on ogening these
streets. He wanted to recommend to the estate thai they give all the streets
through--Arroys Seca, Woodrow, and Grover-provided the Clty would grade, asphal
and curb them, He felt they were under no obligation to open the streets and pa%e
them 1f they were willing to give the property. He wanted the city to dther buy
the right of way cr accept the three rights of way under the conditions he set
out. Councilmen White was interested in knowing if the st of the estate would
agree to Mr. Joseph's recommendation. He stated he thought they would. Counell-
man Long mdde inguiry as to the amount necessgary to buy the three rights-of-way.
Mr. Joseph stated there would be a little larger value on some, and there might
be two or three thousand dollars difference. Councilmsn Thompsom thought the
important thing to do was to get the streets opened so the school would be ac-
cessible. He suggested that the Council study this from a standpoint of. which ig
the most advantageous to the City--to go sahead and purchase at the price the ap-
praisers made including some - property that will be adjacent to a park, or accept
My, Joseph's proposition of giving the city this land provided the city paved it
and to proceed to do ket needs to be done to get to the school. Councilman
Thompson moved that this be studied between now and next Thuraday and that the
Council berable to take some action, accepting his proposition or doing something
gbout getting the streets opened. The motion, seconded Dy Councilmen White,
carried by the following vote:

MR, WILLIAM B, BYERS, 1709 Alguna Road, inguired as to when e 1700
and 1800 blocks of Alguma would be paved. It was explained why this was not
in the last paving progrsm in that there was not enough unoney availeble., Coune
c¢ilman Thompson stated he wanted to introduce & plan to the Council whereby the
city's part of paving would be reduced, so that more planning could be done to
do more paving, if such a program would meet the general approval of the pecple and
if they wanted to accept a larger cost to get their paving done., The City Managmr
suggested the Voluntary Paving Flen to Mr. Byers, but he stated that would be
difficult to get 100% signed up, as there was some rent property. Councilman
Pearson suggested that Mr. Byers walt for his answer until the budget for 195k
was placed before the Council so it could decide on how much paving could dbe
done. No further action was taken by the Council and this matter left pending
until the Budget is considered. ' '
